A Tty -Tjnu'  providing  for  the  affixing  of  the  nnnics 
of  strcet.s  and  ntitnbrring  the  houses  thereon, 

WHEREAS  by  the  Act  of  Incorporation  the  Couiir 
cil  of  the  City  of  Vancouver  is  empowered  to 
pass  by-laws  for  the  purposes  herein  mentioned  ; 

And  whereas  it  is  dei  med  necessary  and  convenient 
that  the  houses,  buildings  and  other  erections  along 
the  streets  of  the  City  of  Vancouver  should  be  num- 
bered, and  that  the  names  of  the  streets  should  be 
painted  and  affixed  at  the  corners  thereof ; 

Therefore  the  Mayor  and  Council  of  the  City  of 
Vancouver,  in  Council  assembled,  enact  as  follows  : — 
1.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Corporation  of  the  City 
of  Vancouver  to  order  the  painting  of  signs  indicating 
the  names  of  the  streets  of  the  city,  and  the  City 
JJngineer  is  authorized  to  affix,  or  cause  the  same  to  be 


the  blocks  are  . xhausted. 

4.  The  buildings  on  the  streets  leading  easterly  and 
westerly  shall  have  the  even  numbers  on  the  south 
side  and  the  odd  numbers  on  the  north  side;  those  on 
streets  leading  northerly  and  southerly  shall  have  the 
even  numbers  on  the  east  side  and  the  odd  on  the 
west  side. 

5.  It  shall  be  law'ful  for  the  Mayor  and  Council  to 
order  the  jiainting  and  affixing  of  number  plites  to 
each  house  or  other  building  within  the  city  limits, 
and  to  collect  from  the  owner  of  each  house  or  build- 
ing so  numbered  the  sum  of  twenty-five  cents,  to 
defray  the  expenses  incident  to  the  numbering  of  the 
same. 

t).  Any  person  -w'ho  shall  remove  or  in  any  manner 
whatsoever  injure  the  street  signs  or  number  plates 
mentioned  in  the  first  and  fifth  sections  of  this  By  Law, 
without  the  consent  in  writing  of  the  City  Engineer, 
shall,  upon  conviction  before  tiie  Mayor,  Police  Magis- 
trate, or  any  Justice  of  the  Peace  having  jurisdiction 
in  the  City  of  Vancouver,  on  the  oath  or  affirmation 
of  any  credible  witness,  forfeit  and  pay,  at  the  dis- 
cretion of  said  Mayor,  Police  Magistrate,  Justice 
or  Justices  convicting,  a penalty  not  exceeding 
the  sum  of  fifty  dollars  and  the  costs  for  each  offence; 
and  in  default  of  payment  thereof  it  shall  be  lawful 
for  the  Mayor,  Police  Magistrate,  Justice  or  Justices 
of  the  Peace  convicting  as  aforesaid  to  issue  a warrant 
under  his  band  and  seal;  or  in  case  the  said  Mayor, 
Police  Magistrate,  Justice  or  Justices  of  the  Peace,  or 
any  two  or  more  of  them  acting  together  therein,  then 
under  the  hand  and  seal  of  one  of  them,  to  levy  the 
said  penalty  with  costs,  or  penalty  or  costs  only,  by 
distress  and  sale  of  tbe  offender’s  goods  and  chattels; 
and  in  case  of  not  sufficient  distress  to  satisfy  the  said

The  election  of  Reeve  and  Councillors  for  the  Cor- 
poration of  Delta  for  the  year  1888  shall  take  jilace  on 
the  second  Monday  in  .January,  1888,  at  the  town 
Hall,  from  12  M.  to  2 r.M.,  and  the  polling,  if  any,  at 
said  Town  Hall  on  Thursday  following  from  lU  a.m. 
to  4 p.  M. 

The  Returning  Officer  shall  on  the  day  of  nomina- 
tion, at  noon,  nominate  such  persons  as  shall  Ije  put  in 
nomination  in  tliat  b..half,  and  such  election  shall  be 
conducted  as  near  as  may  be  in  compliance  with  tlie 
“ Municipality  Act,  1881,”  and  amendments,  and  also 
of  the  Ballot  Act.
